Building panel will 
revise plans, try 
bond issue again

WENDELL - It’s back to the 
drawing board for the Wendell 
School Board and a volunteer 
building committee after 
Tue.sday’sS6.1 million bond issue 
election to rejilace the district’s 
80-yenr-oId middle school failed 
by a slim margin. 

Tuesday’s bond issue election 
drew record numbers of Wendell 
voters - 1,162 in all. Out of the 
ballots cast, 708 voters - or 61 
percent - supported the bond 
issue, whicli was 67 votes sliy of 
the number needed to pass. 

If it had passed, the 20-year 
bond issue would have paid for 
the construction of n 57,000- 
square-foot middle scliool and u 
S.OOO-square-foot vocational-tech- 
nical building. 

__ W endell Sch o ol Boar d 
Chairman Don Fov^cr said" 
school board and building com- 
mittee members would regroup 
and use the information giith- 
cred during the bond is.suu effort 
as a springboard for tiie next 
campaign. Di.strict leaders hope 
to have a new plan ready for 
Wendell voters in six inomh.s. 

'Tni optimistic we're going to 
be OK (he next time around,” 
Fowler said. "Wu should treat 
tlii.s in a positive way. Tliere’s no 
ixiint in hanging our liunds here, 
Wu still have a job to do in 
Wendell - the board, administra- 
tion an^ community -.and that .

Study finds stronger links 
between humans, warming 

World’s governments receive summary this week

• WASHINGTON - New evidence shows 
man-made pollution has “contributed sub- 
stantially” to global warming and the earth 
is likely to get a lot hotter than previously 
predicted, a United Nations-spon.sored panel 
of hundreds of scientists finds. 

The conclusions by the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change, the most authori- 
tative sdcmific voice on die issue, Ls expect- 
ed to widely influence climate debate over 
the next decade. 

The report’s summary, a copy of whicli was 
obtained by, The Associated Press, was being 
distributed Vo government officials world- 
wide this week. 

It is die first full-scale review and update 
of the state of climate science since 1995 
when the same panel concluded there is "a 


discernible human influence” on the earth’s 
climate because of the so-called “green- 
hou.se” effect caused by the buildup of heat- 
crapping chemicals in the ntniosphere. 

Today, the panel says in its new assess- 
ment that "there is stronger evidence” yet 
on (he human influence on climate and tliai 
it Ls likely that manmade greenhouse gases 
alre.idy “have coniribuictl substantially to 
the observed warming over the last 50 
years.” 

And the scientists, in revised estimates, 
conclude that if greenhouse emissions are 
not curtailed the earth’s average surface 
temperatures could be expected to increase 
from 2.7 to nearly 11 degrees Fahrenheit by 
the end of this century, substantially more 
limn asrimaicd in its repon five years ago.

Superintendent Larry Manly 
was summoned to testify about 
Wendell’s financial inability to 
keep up with its building needs. 

But Fowler said he's not looking 
for the state CO start throwing 
money at the district because the 
first bond issue attempt was 
unsuccessful. Instead, he hopes 
that the legislature would rethink 
the state statue of a supcrm,ijori- 
ty needed to pass a bond issue. 

“The biggest issue I ^•'e Is the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
pass," Fowler said. “Dropping 
that to a simple majority - say SS 
or even 60 percent is a bit more 
realistic. Put that requirement 
somewhere where it makes it po.v 
siblc to pass the bond." 

Bock.at the. middle school cant- 

pus, students expressed their dis- 
appointment in community’s lack 
of support. 

“I was hoping it would pass and 
we’d get a new middle school,’’ 
13-ycar-old Justin Addcy said. 
“We’re losing out on some of our 
cducadon because we don’t have 
enough time in some of our da-ss- 
es because we’re always getting 


on a bus to go somewhere. I don’t 
want to see our brothers and sis- 
ters come here and do the same 
thing we're having to do.” 

Until the situation is resolved, 
middle school students and staff 
w^ have to make due with about 
half their accustomed space. Witli 
the loss of the main building, disi 
crict leaders decided to impose u 
split campus, with the sixth and 
eighth grades divided between 
remaining buildings on the cast 
and north side of the campus and 
the high school. The seventh 
graders arc bused 10 miles north 
to four rented classrooms at the 
Idaho School for the Deaf and 
Blind. Each class will take a turn 
in Gooding, rotating each 
trimester. 

Middle School Principal Marcia 
Hollctt said she was disappointed 
in Tuesday's results, but more so 
for the students and teachers. 

“They’re the ones that have lo 
work and Icam under these condi- 
cion.s longer than wc had hoped 
for,” Kullctt said. “We knew we 
were going to be here for about 
three years, but it would have 
been nice to sec some light nt the 
end of the tunnel.” 

Fowler and Hollctt agreed that 
building a new middle school is 
still a big priority. 

"The bottom line is that we still 
don’t have adt^uatc facilities for 
o'lir students,” Fowler said.' 
"Something will have to be done 
in order to be able to educate our 
children in our own community. 
We’re going to come hack and 
keep trying for the children.”

Management. As a cooperating 
agency, BLM offidaLs had expect- 
ed to see the final version of ihc 
plan before it was released. 

The Air Force wanted to be 
sure Congress saw it before it was 
released to the. public, Mot^ioin 
Home Air Force Bose spokesman 
Capt. James Law said. 

Craig Cehrke. of the 
Wildume.ss Society’s Boise office, 
said the document is superficial 
and not n good example of coUa^ 
oration. Nor did he see his 
group’s concerns incorporated. 

BLM officials played a signifi- 
cant role in preparing the plan. 
Law said. Changes in the plan 
were based on BLM comments 
,-ind the plan incorporated all but 
a few of BLM's recommenda- 
tions. Whenever possible ihc Air 
Force gave BLM advance copies. 

BLM had asked for o dioncc 10 
review earlier versions of the 
document before it wos released 
to the public - if the agency was 
to be billed as a cooperating 
agency, Kitchcll said in an earli- 
er interview. 

' But it is an Air Force plan, not 
a joint plan. Law said. The plan 
went through three drafts and 
two 30-day public coraraent peri- 
ods. 

The controversial rongc was 
approved last year aftcr-a.lO- 
year struggle over Air Forre pro- 
posals to expand training for 
pilots at the Mountain Home Air 
Force Base. Tlic training complex 
includes a practice bombing

Federal legislation 
that authorized the range 
required the Air Force to draw 
up a plan to manage the lands set 
aside for the range and mitiga- 
tion and monitoring plans for 
Slate and other federal laiids. 


affected by range operations. 

Kitchcll noted that the plan 
focused on the withdrawn lands - 
about 12,000 acres of public 
lands set aside for the range. 
Mitigation and monitoring on 
- other public lands affected by- 
nmge operations is relegated to 
an appendix. 

But the Idaho rang«, unlike 
most other militory training 
areas thot cover large tracts of 
land, covers many small, isolated 
parcels reserved for military use. 
Operations on those small tracts 
would affect the natural 
resources in surrounding lands, 
Kitchcll said. 

And the plan should also con- 
.rider the effects of aircraft train- 
ing patten'-- over those surround- 
ing lands - a major aspect of the 
new training complex. 

The legislation that created 
the range was specific about the 
management plan covering the 
range’s effects on withdrawn 
lands and the surrounding affect- 
ed public land, Gchrkc said. The 
plan offers no meaningful exami- 
nation of the effects beyond the 
withdrawn lands except in an 
appendix. 

Law agreed thot the plan 
focused on the public lands with- 
drawn for the range. The mitiga- 
tion and monitoring section in 
the appendix covers other sur- 
"rounding lands'and*lncludcs~ 
monitoring plans for bighorn 
sheep, sage grouse and recre- 
ation. 

The Air Force says the plan 
conforms to the legislation that 
created the range, Law said. 

“It includes the lands over 
which we’re flying,” Law said.

Defeated GOP rival John 
McCain also joined the Florida 
bus tour, saying Bush was “fully 
prepared” to be president. 
Bringing up the terrorist bomb- 
ing of the USS Cole, McCain said, 
.“We still live in a very dangerous 
world, we nc^cd a steady hand on 
the diler.” 

‘ Tied in national polls only 13 
days before the election, both 
bush and Gore were forced to 
stump in states they hoped to 
have locked up by now. Bush had 
46-41 edge in Florida, vital to 
his campaign, a new poll 
Wednesday said. Polls have put 
them about even in Tennessee, 
which Gore represented in 
Congress for 16 years. 

“We’re each in places we 
thought maybe we wouldn’t be in

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at this time,” Gore’s running 
mate, Joseph Licberman, told 
CNN from Nashville, Tcnn. 
“That’s a big message to voters - 
come out and vote.”

Vice President Gore and Texas 
Gov. George W. Bush have taken 
the country to school, waging the 
most detailed debate on educa- 
tion ever In a presidential cam- 
paign. 

“If you added up the minutes 
they’ve spent talking about edu- 
cation, it might be the most in 
history,” says James MacGregor 
Burns, a historian at the 
Univci^ty of Maryland who has 
followed every presidential cam- 
paign since 1936. 

With all those words and reams 
of policy papers, Gore and Bush 
have laid out expansive plans - 
driven by differing philosophies - 
for the federal role in education. 

Gore favors big federal pro- 
grams targeted at major prob- 
lems like the high cost of 
preschool, low teacher pay, over- 
crowded clas.ses and aging school 
buildings. 

His basic approach resembles 
that of former president Lyndon 
Johnson, except Gore’s plan is 
guided by research on education- 
al quality and is less tightly 
focused on the poor. Gore would 
take the unprecedented step of 
using federal money to raise the 
salaries of some teachers. . 

Gore’s education plan would 
cost $170 billion in new spending 
over a decade, including $55 bil- 
lion in tax breaks on college 
tuidon for middle-class families. 

Bu^ is inclined to send money 
and allow states or school dis- 
tricts to decide how to spend it, 
similar to the way state govern- 
ments dole out general school 
aid. 

Texas has provided models for 
Bush’s proposals for a new read- 
ing program, mandatory testing 
in certain grades and the expan- 
sion of charter schools. His new 
spending would total $47 billion 
over 10 years. 

“The thing that characterizes 
both is a significantly enhanced 
federal role, far beyond what 
we’ve seen in the past,” says 
Christopher T. Cross, president 
of the Council for Basic 
Educadon and former assistant 
secretary of education under 
President Bush.

America’s NEAR spacecraft is 
to'make un ultra-dose inspection 
of the asteroid Eros early today, 
the doscst approach to un aster- 
oid ever attempted. 

The durable spacecraft will 
pass just three miles above the 
asteroid's* rocky surface. All the 
while, the Near Earth Asteroid 
Rendezvous will be snapping pho- 
tos and gathering data to docu- 
ment its nose-to-nosc experience. 

“Getting this close is a little 
tricky," said Robert Furquhur, 
director of the NEAR mission, It’s 
so tricky because the 21-mile- 
long, dumbbell-shaped asteroid is 
slowly tumbling end-over-end, so 
it’s a bit uncertain which part of 
the asteroid NEAR will see. 
Farquhar works ut the Johns 
.Hopkins University Applied 
Physics Laboratory in Baltimore. 

The closest encounter should 
occur about 1 a.m., and the first 
photos from the event will he 
released a few hours later, protni- 
bly before noon. 

“We expect to get clear iinuges 
of boulders as small as two feet 
across, and sec ridges and craters 
in exquisite detail,” said NEAR 
project scientist Andrew Cheng. 
He and the other scientists also 
expect two other instruments, the 
laser rangefinder and the X-ray 
spectrometer, to gather high-rcso- 
lution data from the tumbling 
asteroid, 

Photos already returned from 
the spacecraft have shown the 
Eros has a thorouglily-bombordcd 
surface that is strangely littered 
with shattered rocks.

League nails T’wolves for secret trade

NEW YORK - NBA commia- 
eioner David Stem came down 
hard on the Minnesota 
Timberwolves for the secret 
salary agreement with Joe Smith, 
fining team $3.5 million and 
taking away their next five first- 
round draft picks. 

The issue of possible suspen- 
sions for owner Glen Taylor and 
-general manager Kevin McHole 
have not yet been decided, the 
NBA said in a statement 
Wednesday. 

The penalty is one of the 
stiffest in league history and 
reflects how seriously the NBA 
considered this offense. 

Stem also voided Smith’s con- 
tract, making him a free agent. - 

Under an arbitrator’s ruling 
announced Monday, Stem had 
the right to void Smith’s one- 
year, $2.5 million contracL Stem 
went even further, voiding 
Smith last two contracts and 
thereby stripping Smith of his 
Larry Bird n^ts, which would 


have allowed 
him to sign a 
lucrative 
extension with 
t h e 
Timberwolves 
next summer. 

"They don't 
have the abili- 
ty to do that. 
They’re defi- 

arbitrator's ruling,” said Smith’s 
agent, Don Fagen. 

The NBA also asked the play- 
ers' ossodadon to “impose appro- 
p. .ate discipline” against Eric 
Fleisher, Smith's former agent. A 
hearing must be held to deter- 
mine which Timberwolves’ per- 
sonnel had knowledge of the 
secret agreement. 

- Although 28 other teams are 
free to negodate with Smith, It 
seems he was ready to re-sign 
with Minnesota. if Stern voided 
his current one-year, $2.5 million 
contract. 

Now, Smith hos no financial 


Incentive to remain in Minnesota. 
He would have to play there for 
three more years to regain his 
Bird rights. 

“I like irhere. I’ve been here 
two years, and a month of train- 
ing camp, and it would hurt both 
of us if I just up and leave," 
Smith said ofter an exhibition 
game in North Carolina on 
Tuesday night. 

The Timberwolves said they 
were “assessing the ruling” and 
had no immediate comment. 

' NBA arbitrator Kenneth Dam 
found that Smith and the 
Timberwolves entered into a sep- 
arate, secret agreement that vio- 
lated salary cap rules. 

The situadon came about when 
the NBA learned that Smith and 
the Timberwolves agreed to an 
illicit contract that guaranteed 
Smith a lucrative long-term deal 
beginning with the 2001-02 sea- 
son. 

The league has long suspected 
that such secret agreements 
exist, but no team had ever been 
cauj^t like the Timberwolves.

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O’Neill’s playoff slump ends 


NEW YORK (AP) - For 
weeks, Paul O’Neill seemed like 
a ghost in the Yankees’ club- 
house and at the plate. 

He dressed quietly in his cor- 
ner and swung quietly in gomes. 
He wore a pained expression 
and looked distant, and you 
didn’t know if it was from his 
hip injury or the insult he felt 
when he came out for a pinch 
hitter or the insecurity that must 
be roiling inside about his uncer- 
tain future. 

He is a man of deep pride and 
unusual sensitivity, a man who 
would like to hide his feelings 
but can’t. 

• When he hit into a rally-killing 
double play in the 10th inning in 
Game 1 against the Mets, he 
flung his helmet to the ground 
in disgust. 

There was something tender 
about watching him work his 
way out of a dreadful slump 
these past weeks, seeing him 
change his swing, his stance, and 
his attitude at bat. When manag- 
er Joe Torre told him he wasn’t 
being aggressive enough, O’Neill 
was offended, took it personally, 
and they exchanged a few 
- words. 

O’Neill is not unlike his 
father, Charles, who passed 
away at age 79 three hours after 
Game 3 of the World Series last 


L 

“He was the epitome of what 
^ it means to be an O’Neill — bull- 
' headed, independent, often mis- 
guided, and the most generous 
person I’ve ever known in my 
life,” Paul’s sister, Molly O’Neill, 
a food columnist for The New 
York Times, said in her father’s 
eulogy. 

Similar words, she said, could 
apply to her brother. 

In his buHheaded, indepen- 
dent way, Paul O’Neill fought 
back from his 9-for-39 slump in 
the playoffs. 

The hits are coming in bunch- 
es now and his hip injury is fad- 
ing. In Game 3 against the Mets, 
he had a single, a double, and 
his first triple since the middle 
of last season. 

It was his second straight 
three-hit game, and it made him 
7-for-12 in the World Series. His 
.583 batting average was the 
best on the Yankees. 

“It’s like he’s in the laborato- 
ry, mixing this with a little of 
that, and he comes up with a dif- 
ferent swing every at-bat that he 
needs to have against a certain 
pitcher,” Torre said. “He obvi- 
ously isn’t as comfortable as he. 
has been this year, physically. 
Pm not saying that he’s hurting, 
but by looking at him. you know 
he’s noi as comfortable as he 


could be. He’s working at trying 
to manufacture something.” 

Yet even after he manufac- 
tured three more hits, there was 
still no reason for O'Neill to 
express joy. 

He didn't want to talk much. 
Not with the Yankees losing the 
game. Not with him batting sev- 
enth instead of his accustomed 
third spot. 

And not with him unsure how 
many days left he has with the 
team. 

There’s little consideration 
given in baseball for sentimen- 
tality and services rendered, 
even for a gritty workhorse like 
O’Neill. When he sits down to 
discuss his future with the 
Yankees after the season, he is 
likely to find he doesn’t have 
one. 

It’s no secret that the Yankees 
covet Cleveland outfielder 
Manny Ramirez, who will apply 
for free agency when the World 
Series ends. 

A native New Yorker, the 28- 
year-old Ramirez hit .351 and 
had 122 RBIs last seawn despite 
missing 39 games with a ham- 
string injury. 

O’Neill, too. will be a free 
agent next week, but he will be 
38 at the start of next season, a 
player with more past than 
future. 


This season, he hit .283 with 
18 homers and 100 RBIs in 142 
games, and he joined Babe 
Ruth, Joe DiMaggio and Dave 
Winfield as the only Yankee out- 
fielders to record four straight 
lOO-RBI years. 

O'Neill may still have another 
.300, 2Ckhomer season or two left 
in him, but after 14 years in the 
majors - six with Cincinnad and 
eight with the Yankees - he 
knows time is running out on 
him. 

Yet when you think of what 
he’s done for the Yankees since 
he joined them in 1993 - win- 
ning the batting title with a .359 
average in 1994, hitting .300 or 
more six times, batting .308 
overall, playing a solid right 
field, and giving them the intan- 
gibles of professionalism and 
character - you might think the 
team would want to find a way 
to let him play out his career in 
Yankee pinstripes. 

Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner always calls 
O’Neill a “warrior,” a player 
who battles game after game. 
Torre says that description fits 
O’Neill perfectly. 

But in the ways of the game, 
the business that it is, 
Steinbrenner probably will let 
this warrior go when the World 
Series is over.

Strawberry nabbed for positive drug test 


TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - Troubled 
slugger Darryl Strawberry, 
already on probation for a drug 
charge, was jailed Wednesday 
after lie was arrested for alleged- 
ly te.sting positive for cocaine. 

Strawberry was arrested at a 
private treatment center in 
Tampa and booked into the 
Hillsborough County Jail, where 
he was being held without bail, 
said C.J. Drake, a spokesman for 
the Florida Department of 
Corrections in Tallahassee. 

He said Strawberry tested pos- 
itive for cocaine use. 

StrawbHJiry violated curfew by 
being away from the treatment 
center from 11 p.m. Saturday 
until about 3 a.m. Sunday, Drake 
said. 

“Mr. Strawberry was absent 
without our permission from the 
treatment center over the week- 
end," Drake said. “When he 
returned we administered a drug 
test and it tested positive for 
cocaine.” 

Drake said the arrest was 
“without incident.” 

In September, the suspended 
New York Yankees star was sen- 
tenced to two years’ house arrest 
after admitting he violated pro- 
bation by driving under the influ-

Tragetdy gains 
national attention 

Family’s quest to inform public brings 
story, of possible retail warehouse 
dangeis to CBS Evening News

nVIN FALLS - A local family’s quest to inform the 
public about their dauglitcr's untimely death and the 
unforeseen dangers they .said are common at ware- 
house-type retail stores like The Home Depot lias 
gained national media attemiem. 

The CBS Evening News spent about three hours 
Wednesday at the home of Julie and Virgil Homer 
who^ 3-year-old daughter Janessa was killed in a May 
aeddem at The Home Depot. 

Julie Horner said the CBS story, scheduled to air 
Nov. 3, will likely focus on nccident.s ai retail stores 
like The Home Depot. 

On May 28, Janessa Homer suffered ma.ssivc head 
injuries when a load of countertops fell from a forklift 
at The Home Depot in Twin Falls, hit (he ground and 
broke into splinters. A countertop hi( Janessa and 
knocked her down. She then fell and hit her head 
agaimt the cement floor. 

Hours later, and only a. few days before Jonessa's 
fourth birthday, she was brain dead. She was pro- 
nounced dead on May 29. 

The Horners have been vocal about the accident, 
hoping to alert people of dangers in retail warehou.se 
stores like Tlie Home Depot. 

“They have been coming to us which has been really 
great,” Julie Homer said Wednesday. "Maybe it will 
lead to more things or mayl>c it will be the la.st one. 
We're hoping to get the word out.” 

Her husband Virgil agreed the media coverage has 
been a good thing. 

“This is what we need to do to get the informulion 
out,” he said recently. 

1110 Homers have alsti been interviewed by several 
Boise television stations, including KTVB and KIVI 
and by Imside Edition, a weekly news magazine show. 

Home Depot officiaLs said that media attention will 
not influence continued settlement negotiations with 
the Homers. 

“Whctlicr it’.s covered by tlte paper or CBS Newts, the 
fact is it is still a tragedy,” said Jerry Shields, a 
spokesman for The Home Depot. “News coverage 
would not have a bearing on the case.” 

The Homers are considering a lawsuit again.st The 
Home Depot. 

The Homers and their lawyer, Brock Seiniger, .said 
Tlie Home De[>ot has offered a settlement - with one 
caicli. Tile Homers would have to keep quiet about tlic 
accident - a common condition in liability sc(dcmcnt.s.

' TWIN FALLS - Flu vaccine is 
scarce in Magic and Wood River 
valley physicians' offices and 
clinics, but u few south-central 
Idaho doctors - and a couplu 
Twin Falls retailers - have it and 
arc dispensing sliois. 

“It’s kind of hit and mLs.s,” said 
Linda Frazier, immunization 
coordinator for of the South 
Central District Health 
Department. "A few offices have 
it, some are out already and 
most of them arc waiting, as we 
arc.” 

The health department's 
board of directors met 
Wednesday to disetiss the vac- 
cine delay among other business. 

“It’s frustrating because some 
private companies get their 
doses before us,” said Cheryl 
Juntunen, health department 
director. “We arc the ones who 
provide vaccines to ilie people 
most at risk.” 

The department expects part 
of it.s allotment of flu vaccine 
from tlie manufacturer next 
week, but only enough to give 
shots to high-risk individuals - 
folks with ctironic diseases, 
Frazier said.

House OKs a new national park in Colorado 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
stretch of incongruous alpine sand 
dunes - and the mountains, 
streams and sand sheets which 
sustain them - would become 
Colorado’:, second new notionn! 
park in as many years under 
plan that won Hnal congressional 
approval Wednesday. 

The House voted 366^4 to 
expand the Great Sand Dunes 
National Monument in south-cen- 
• tral Colorado and upgrade-it to a- 
. national park. The bill now goes, to 
President Clinton, who supports it. 

The proposal would create a 
park spanning 750-fooc sand 
dunes, meandering streams and 
mountains in the Songre de Cristo 
range up to 14,000 feet high. 


“Take a look at everything from 
the ecosystems of the water and 
the sand and the wind, there Is no 
other combination like this in the . 
world,” said Republican Rep. 
Scott Mclnnis, whose district 
includes the proposed park. "All 
America desses the privilege of 
having this as a national park for 
preservation.” 

Opponents sold the area is not 
spectacular or diverse enough to 
- be worthy of-the national-pork — 

title. 

“The basic thing is, there is a 
pile of sand,” Rep. Joel Hefley, R- 
Coio., sold during House debate 
'Tuesday. “I do not honestly feel 
this rises (o the level of a national 
park.” 


The proposal would expand the 
Great Sand Dunes National 
Monument near Alamosa, Colo., 
with a federal purchase of the 
adjacent 100,000-acre Baca 
Ranch. The ranch includes many 
of the streams and sand flats that 
help create and sustain the dunes, 
as well as one of the two tallest 
Colorado peaks in private hands: 


14.165-fooc Kit Corson Mountain. 

Hunting and grazing would be 
allowed in the park. Mining, oil 
drilling and log^ng would not. 

Sand Dunes paric supporters say 
it would boost tourism in the San 
f jiic Valley, an area bypassed by 
the rapid growth of Colorado’s big 
cities and more popular tourist 
sites.

California mountains, desert 
become newest monument 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 440- 
square-mile sweep of jagged 
mountains and desert in Southern 
California became die country’s 
latest natioiiM monument under a 
law President Clinton signed 
Tuesday to protect the land from 
encroaching development. 

'The Senate and House each 
poss^ the bUl without opposition 
to create the Santa Rosa and Son 
Jacinto Mountains National 
Monument. The area forms the 
postcard backdrop for Palm 
Springs, rising from the desert 
floor to the 10,804-foot peak of 
Mount San Jadnto. 

The primary advantage to mon- . 
ument status - one step shy of 
recognition as a national park - 
will be a higher priority for feder- 
al funding and a coordinated 
management plan among various, 
federal agencies that own the 
land. 

' “The better able we arc to 
acquire lands, the better all the 
agendes working together will be 


able to manage the resources and 
ensure that they stay pristine,” 
said Bill Haven, executive direc- 
tor of the Coachella Valley 
Mountains Conservancy, which 
pushed for the legislation. 

The mountains arc home to 
endangered pcninsul.'ir bighorn 
sheep and the threatened desert 
slender salamander. Because the 
mountain range features drastic 
changes in elevation, the pro- 
posed monument has five distinct 
climate zones, from desert to pini^ 
forest and arctic pine at the sum- 
mit. Hiking and horseback trails 
cross the hills, offering spectacu- 
lar views. 

Rep. Mary Bono, R-Caiif., the 
bill’s sponsor, negotiated for more 
than a year with a local oftidals,' 
the Agua Caliente Band of 
Cahuilla Indians andjnterior 
Secretary Bruce Babbitt. Thei

Volunteers rebuild Boulder yurt 


SUN VALLEY (AP) - A 
decade's worth of bickering 
hoeweon skiers and snowmobll- 
ers over use of the Boulder yurt 
appears to be reaching resolu- 
tion. 

Fifteen volunteers rebuilt the 
yurt - a domelike canvas shelter 
.-last weekend in o new location, 
about a mile west of Idaho 
Highway 75. 

The original yurt was 
destroyed in an apparent arson 
in April. It had consisted of two 
Mongolian-stylc huts connected 
■ by a walkway and sat at a site 
across the highway in the 
Boulder Mountains foothills. 

.' No one has been charged in 
Connection with the fire. 

;The volunteers, mostly back- 
country skiers, worked through 
snow squalls Saturday to lay the 
groundwork. On Sunday, they 


completed two yurts that will 
sleep a total of 14 people. 

‘Tm really pleased with the 
feeling between soowmobilers 
and skiers right now,” said Sun 
Valley Trekking co-owner Bob 
Jonas. 'T’m excited about mak- 
ing it work. The energy is there. 
The commitment is there. A lot 
of stereotypes have been broken 
down.” 

Skiers and snowmobilcrs 
accused one another last spring 
of starting the fire that burnt the 
original Boulder yurt. Increased 
numbers of backcountry skiers, 
along with the invention of the 
powder sled snow machine, led 
to the tensions. 

But volunteers last weekend 
said they think the conflict is 
resolved. Winter Recreation 
Coalition members - five snow- 
mobilers and five .skiers - early 


last month drafted plans to des- 
ignate motorized and non-motor- 
ized areas in the northern Wood 
River Valley. The Forest Service 
is scheduled to decide by 
Tuesday whether to implement 
the plan. 

The group says chaos trig- 
gered by the yurt arson sparked 
growth within its members and 
helped them reach consensus. 

“I don’t think there is any con- 
flict anymore.” said Kim Nilscn, 
who helped rebuild the yurt. 
“It’s all put to bed. What could 
have been a real tragedy in the 
community turned into a real 
good thing.” 

Perhaps as a goodwill gesture, 
Jonas said two yurts his compa- 
ny owns in the Baker Creek val- 
ley will be open to snowmobilers 
this winter. 


Rifle discharges during baggage check 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) - 
A passenger’s rifle accidentally 
discharged over the weekend 
~whlltrbBing-checked*in“behtnd- 
the Alaska Airlines baggage 
Qoumer at the Anchorage air- 
tiort, firing a slug into a supervi- 
Sr’s office. 

; No one was injured, but the 
incident highlighted whet feder- 
al officials say is a growing prob- 
lem with firearms in checked 
baggage. 

' The incident occurred about 6 
a.m. Sunday, while ticket agents 
ware checking a passenger's 
rifle, said Jack Walsh, a 
spokesman for Alaska Airlines in 
battle. 

“The passenger declared the 


weapon properly, filled out our 
form and said it was unloaded,” 
Wrfsh told the Anchorage Daily 
-News.-“But when-it-was-passing- 
through the CTX (metal scan- 
ner), the ticket agents noticed 
there were loose shells in the 
case with the rifle. That’s a viola- 
tion of regulations," 

The passenger was asked to 
remove the loose cartridges, 
Walsh said. The rifle, a .338-cal- 
iber Winchester Magnum, went 
off while its owner was opening 
the case. The bullet ripped 
.through the metal scanner’s 
' monitor, through a wall in the 
supervisor's office and rico- 
cheted off another wall, Walsh 
said. 


Airport security police seized 
the weapon, but the passenger, 
who was not identified, was 
—allowcd-to-boaid-the.plane.fQr_ 
his trip to Montana. 

Federal law forbids checking a 
landed firearm as baggage, with 
conviction carrying a maximum 
penalty of a $250,0M fine and 10 
ycors in prison. FBI agent Eric 
Gonzalez said his office will for- 
ward its investigation to the U.S. 
attorney, who will decide 
whether to file charges.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States is facing another 
adverse decision from the World 
Trade Organization in a liiRti pro- 
file trade case involving U.S. tar- 
iffs imposed to protect Western 
ninchcrs from a flood of import- 
ed lamb from New Zealand and 
Australia. 

The office of U.S. Trade 
Representative Charlene 
Barshefsky said Tuesday that a 
\VTO dispute panel issued a pre- 
iiminary ruling that the Clinton 
administration violated WTO 
rules by imposing higher tariffs 
on Iamb imports from the 
Soutlicm Hemisphere neighbors. 

“Wo arc currently examining 
the report in greater detail to 
determine the basis for the 
panel’s findings and how to 
respond,” said USTR spokes- 
woman Amy Siilwell. 

The WTO panel niling will iioi 
be made public until Ducemiter 
after all parlies have laid a 
chance to file responses lo tiie 
preliminary findings. 

Tlie United States would have 
the option then of appealing tiie 
decision, which would delay until 
next year passible retaliatory 
.sanciions (hat could he jmpo.sed 
by tiie governments of Australia 
and New Zealand. 

Peter Orwick, executive direc- 
tor of the American Sheep 
Industry Association in Denver, 
Colo., said the WTO decision 
should have no immediate 
impact on U.S. lamb prices 
because the administration prob- 
ably will appeal ilie ruling, 
extending until ne.Ki year any 
final decision. 

“We fully expect the adminis- 
tration to file an appeal that will 
vigorously defend tho president’s 
action,” Orwick said. 

Tlie administration’s July 1999 
decision to impose higiier border 
taxes on lamb imports came in 
response to pleas from the 
domestic industry that American 
sheep rtinchers were being

- - Sony’s ea'gerly anticipated _ 
PlayStation2 video game console 
goes on sale Thursday in North 
America. The launch, which 
includes 26 new game titles, is 
considered the most ambitious in 
the industry’s history and the 
$299 console is expected to be a 
lop seller. 

However, the leader in the 
worldwide $20 billion video game 
market admits it won’t be able to 
meet initial demand. And some of 
PlayStation2’s top functions won’t 
be accessible until a Sony modem 
is available next year. Even then, 
consumers still will need high- 
speed Internet connections. 

Rivals are already on the 
attack. 

Next year, Microsoft, armed 
with a $500 million worldwide 
marketing budget, will launch its 
Xbox video game player and 
Nintendo will unveil GamcCube.

CAmO,Egypt (AP)-Prcsidcm 
Hosni Mubarak’s ruling party 
suffered a bitter blow in legisla- 
tive run-off elections while its 
rival, the Muslim Brotherhood, 
made important gains, according 
JO preliminary results announced 
Wednesday. 

The National Democratic Pa^ 
won only 38 of the 118 parlia- 
mentary seats contested 
Tuesday, the state-run Middle 
East News Agenty said, after vot- 
ing marred by violence that left 
one person dead and dozens 
injured. 

Three seats were won by candi- 
dates of the outlawed Muslirn 
Brotherhood while other opposi- 
tion parties took four seats. Some 
72 seats went to independent 
candidates, according to the 
agency and pro-government 
newspapers. Other results had 
not yet been compiled. 

In die past, independent candi- 
dates have often pledged loyalty 
to the NDP after parliament was 
convened. 

The NDP is expected to 
emerge from the elections with 
its grip on power intact, but these 
early results show it may have 
been hurt by the country’s ec<^ 
nomic problems as well as criti- 
cism it has used undemocratic 
means to dominate Egyptian poli- 
tics for the last two decades. 

Russian ministry 
plane crashes 

TBILISI. Georgia (AP) - A 
Russian Defense Ministry plane 
with 75 people on board crashed 
into a Georgian mountain 
Wednesday while tiding to land 
in bad weather, offiaa^.^d. 

The plane went downtwar the 
town of Batumi, the capital of 
southwest Georgia’s Adzharia 
region, said Nato Zazashvili, o 
spokeswoman for the Adzharian 
government. 

The cause of the crash and 
information about the fate of 
ihose aboard were not immedir 
ately known. 

The airplane veoredoff course 
on approa^ in "difficult jraather 
conditions,” said Altoander 
Silogadze, hood, of -the-^wit^awia- 
lion agency Sakacrdnavigatsiya. 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Trapped in her 
apartment, floodwater quickly rising to her 
neck, Ychudit Hadad clung desperately to 
her three young children as her Arob 
neighbors frantically tried first the door 
and then vrindow in hopes of saving them.

Gratitude and acts of compassion arc 
rare these days when Arabs and Jews most- 
ly approach each other with suspicion, even 
hatred. But neighbors from both sides were 
brouglit together in the Jaffa area of Tel 
Aviv Wedne^ay when 3 inches of rain fell 
in six hours. 

Streets were transformed overmght into 
rivers studded with car tops. The water 


scep>ed into ground-floor apartments, wak- 
ing residents at 4 a.m. Looking out, they 
saw laundry on clotheslines swept to and 
fro in the filthy water. 

Some, like Hadad, awoke to find them- 
selves trapped behind anti-burglar window 
bars, their locks jammed. 

Desperate, Hadad gathered her children 
in one room and began screaming for help. 

"■Ihe v«Jter reached my neck. I was hold- 
ing my thrw children up,” Hadad recount- 
ed, sobbing uncontrollably. T couldn’t hold 
them up ... And my son fell. And I was 


so-earning, 'My son is drowning, my son is 
drowning!’ And then the Arabs came.” 
Hadad’s neighbors, the Doka family, hod 
heard' her cries and, having no luck vdth 
the door, pried open the iron bars on thq 
window. “We heard screams from different 
neighbors and we started to take people 
outside,” Hania Daka said. “All the neigh- 
bors started to help each other. Suddenly 
we heard a very loud scream from thd 
Hadad home." • 

Doctors tried to revive David for five 
hours to no avail.

Ruffed

When the talk turns to bird hunting, you're likely to hear 
a lot about pheasants, quail, chukars and Hungarian par- 
tridge. But you don’t hear much about forest grouse in gen- 
eral, and ntifed grouse in particular. 

Fact is, the tiiree spedes of forest grouse - ruffed, blue 
and spruce - don’t get much hunting pressure. Spruce 
grouse generally aren’t found this for south in Idaho, but 
ruffs and blues ore common in the Magic Volley region. 
The Sublett Mountains and the South Hills are particularly 
good places for ruffed grouse, -says Randy Smith, Jerome- 
based regional wildlife manager for the Idaho Department 
of Fish and Gome. 

’’The Sublett Mountains” and “the South Hills” cover a 
lot of territory, so it takes some determined footwork to dis- 
cover where the ruffs ore hanging out. 

When in doubt, head for the aspen groves. Aspens ore 
one of the primary food sources for western ruffs; their 
buds are available throughout the year. Better still, the 
buds are plentiful and accessible even when there’s snow 
on the ground. 

In addition to providing food, aspen trees also offer pro- 
tection from raptors - witich are the primary predators of 
ruffed grouse. The most promising terrain consists of mixed 
stands of mature and immature aspen trees. Don’t expect 
to find ruffed grouse in open meadows. Instead, focus'your 
efforts in thick cover where they can hold tight from the 
intrusion of hunters and dogs. 

Ruffs have a fairly diverse diet, which includes insects, 
flower and. numerous 9 pes of seeds. Green vegetation 
also is on the menu, as are berries. Rose hips arc a latc-sea- 
son favorite .betause they.protrude.fn)m the snow wtLare 
found in abundance along Idaho’s streams and rivers. 

Another thing to look for ore drumming logs. Finding 
downed timber amid aspens and thick mountain shrubs is 
like hitting the long odds at Jackpot. Ruffed grouse use 
these logs in early spring, when the males beat their wings 
to establish mating territories and to tantalize receptive 
females. Many ruffed grouse, remain in these areas 
throughout the year, particularly if there’s water nearby. 

Keep your eyes open for areas that have been logged. 
Su(± areas often arc 
strewn with downed 
trees that weren’t 
suitable for commer- 
dal. 

Finally, take com* 
fort in the fact that 
time is on your side. 

At the start of grouse 
season, young ruffs 
arc apt to hang out 
together near the site 
where they were 
raised. As fall pro- 
gresses. they spread 
out on their own.

R uffed ^use or* exeeOent fllars. but 
they often flush wildly. In many cases, 
they’ll zip In and out of standing timber, 
only to land a fow' yards away. The lesson- 
here is to follow tho bldle. Even if you 
miss your first shot, you may get e see- - 
ond, ora third shot atU. 

If they haven’t been hunted hard, ruffed 
grouse will land on troa limbs and sit 
socurcly as hunters ond dogs approach. 
Thoroforo, hunters should take time to 
look up whan they're In grouse country. 

Though H'e beet to have a dog, ruffed 
grouse con be hunted without man's best 
friend. A successful tactic for hunters who 
don’t hovo-dogsJs.to.watk through thick, 
cover and listen for birds scratching In the 
Icavos for food. When you hear one. walk 


towards It. 

Take 20 to 30 etepe. and then pause. 
This ‘walk-ond-pauso* approach seems to 
unnervo grouse that ore holding tightly In 
thick cover. 

Shot selection for ruffs should bo on 
tho light side. It's short-rango shooting In 
dense cover, so tho point Is td got as , 
many pellets Into the air as possible. 
Popular shot sizes oro 8 ond 7 1/2. ccr- , 
talnly no larger than 6. because ruffs | 
aren’t difficult to hill. 

F'^earm aalectlon favors scallcrguns I 
with short barrels arid open chokes. Also | 
look for light, short guns thot come to the 
shoulder easily and swin g clean l y In thick 
cover. Gouge Is less imponani than a gun 
that throws an open pattern.

RIRIE - At an intersection of 
game trails, Arnle Smizer waits. 
He’s IS feet off the ground with his 
hunting bow cradled to his chest, 
heaving and dropping with his 
breath. He stands perfectly still, 
watching the openings between the 
cottonwoods, Russian olives and 
dogwoods. In full camouflogc, hc’^ 
on ambush. 

Like 40 other days this fall, he 
will sit silently and wale for a white- 
tailed deer to fall into his trap. He’s 
good at it and has killed nine white- 
toils in the last 12 years. - 

“I just love the challenge,” said 
Smizer, who has hunted v^tetoils 
for 34 years. “It Just gets in your 
blood.” 

By “it” he' means hunting for 
nearly nocturnal deer in the dens- 
est woods in eastern Idaho. He 
means using scrapes; calls and 
..cents to attract the bucks most 
people never see. He means stand- 
ing in a tree and waiting for ghosts 
that appear on some ni^ts but not 
on others. 

While most people concentrate 
on high-country mulles or back-

woods elk, Smizer sits on the stand 
and considers himself lucky. 

Whitctails ore an overlooked 
commodity by all but a handful of 
hunters, and on most nights, Smizer 
has the woods to himself. 

“It's great hunting,” he says. "It’s 
more interesting than mule deer, 
and nobody docs it.” 

Smizer, who runs a lawn-care 
business, started hunting whitctails 
while growing up in South Dokoto. 
When he moved here 18 years ogo, 
he branched out into mule deer 
and elk, but he eventually came 
bock to his first love. 

“I’m always thinking obout 
whitctails,” he sold. “Always." 

In a given year, he starts looldhg 
-for whitetails in January and 
Februory. Because the leaves are 
'gone from the trees, he can scout 
his favorite haunts for good places 
to put his tree stand. 

’’It’s just n ^at time of year to 
get down to the river and dreom 
about white-tails,” he said. “I

But 
school officials remained con- 


cerned about the risk of guns on 
campus, especially in light of 
highly publicized school shoot- 
ings across the nadoiL 
Students used eu bring their 
firearms to the junior high for the 
gun-safety course. Administrators 
locked the guns in the school 
vault until class time, then trans- 
ported them in a separate vehicle 

to the shooting range 

. About 30 kids enrolled in the 
firearm-safety class this semester. 
They receive a Hunter safety cer- 
tificate upon completing the 


course. 

“Every one of these kids goes 
hunting with their families and 
friends,” Rutan said. "Since 
they’re going to go hunting any- 
way, this is training on the proper 
tedmiques.” 

He added that the partnership 
with the sheriffs deportment has 
other Advantages. 

"We. actually even own. some, 
guns that were donated years ago 
for demonstration purposes, and 
we have deeded those over to the 
sheriffs office,” Rutan sold. 


Tree stand offers hunter unique views of nature

IDAHO FALLS - It’S 430 p.m. 
Tve never been ‘‘rightened by a 
breeze, until today. Fifteen feet 
off the ground in a tree stand, 
every breath of air swings my 
perch. The 50-foot cottonwood 
sways to the left and then rocks 
back right. With white knuckles. 

I wait for the thunderous crack of 
a broken trunk, sure I’m going to 
be pitched at any second. I’ve 
never hunted a tree stand. Not 
* knowing what to expect, my 
mind races. 

438 pan. - Tm slow dancing to 
nliture’s rhythms as the tree 
rocks left and right. It’s becoming 
— a'Comfortrsiinilar-TO-ihe-rT)cking" 
of a boat. I relax until I look at 
my stand. Roughly the size of a 
family-room Ottoman, it seems a 
few wedds short of being able' to 
hold 230 pounds. 1 can sit or 
stand, but can only shuffle my 
feet. It’s restrictive. Tiny. I tight- 
en my safety harness and sway. 

i4:45 pan. - Pm hunting white- 
tails and it’s two and a hours 
until the end of shooting hours. 
Ho.w in God’s name will I make 
it? Hun^ng from tree stands is 
fqr the phtient, hunters, but I’m 
far from patient. I’ve got a 
hunter’s form of attention deficit 
disorder. Pm never happy where 
Pm at, always thinking there’s a 
^tcr place to find deer or elk. I 
w«nt to move, walk the next 
ridge, see the next hole. On the 
suuid, you sit. And sit some more. 
Ahd more. Picture standing on 
your Ottoman for three hours. 

^K)3 pm - The colorful forest 
c<]mes to life. It’s either that or 
rpi starting to pay attention. 
Pockets of shadows grow as 
streaks of light recede. Ihe colors 
oCthe leaves change from bril- 
li&i hues to subtle shades as the 
sets. Yellow, green and olive. 
B^ck, brown and blue. Red. A 
jumps from one branch 
toanother that is 10 feet away. 
T&c branch bends completely 
a^und like a horseshoe as the 
' squirrel scampers for safety. I 
wonder how many times he 
jiOnpcd and landed on his head. 

£:12 pm - No himtable spedes 
his received as much ink in 
nitional magazines as white- 
tajlcd deer. I just wish I would've 
read some of it. I once hunted 


them on a computer gome, but I 
don’t think that’ll help today. 
This I Imow; Southetmers love the 
wily and mostly nocturnal 
cousins of mule deer. They are 
hard to hunt but sometimes fall 
for grunts, antler rattles and 
mock scrapes. Mock scrapes? 
Sounds like the name of a bad 
rock band 

538 pm - The deer will come 
from the right, Pve been told. I’m 
hunting an opening that looks 
like a bird’s track in mud. Sitting 
in the heal, I can sec down three, 
equal-lengdi openings, one to the 
ri^t, one to the left and one in 
the middle. Each toe reaches out 
30 yards. The edge of the track is 
a jungle of cottonwoods, Russian 
— Olives'and*dogwoods.~Whatanrl~ 
looking for? An antler? A flash of 
brown? I’ve hoard they are 
ghosts, appearing and then disap- 
pearing in a second. 

One friend told me about the 
time he was hunting a ground 
blind and a whitctail surprised 
him by snorting in his car. Not 
near his cor, in his ear. I watch ' 
the bird track and see nothing. 

5:50 pm - The cold is coming. 
It’s light on the skin at first, but 
quickly seeps into my joints,. If I 
were ^ hunting. Pd w^ up hill 
and kick start my circulation. 
There will be none of that today. 

I shuffle on my Ottoman. 

5:58 p.m. - She’s beautiful, a 
doe no bigger than my golden 
retriever. A flash in the woods 
and then she’s there at 25 yards. 
When her head drops behind a 
tree, I raise my mu^cloader to 
see if I can maneuver the guiL I 
sway in the breeze. If she were a 
be, my tag would be full. 

637 pm - I’m tuned up, every 
sense straining to find a btick in 
the brambles. I’m entering the 
magic time, and I’m no longer 
thinking of pretty shadows or of 
■falling. 

7K)2 pm - Watching the right 
toe, I turn to the left to see what 
is behind me. Fm busted. The doe 
is 20 yards away, staring right 
ihrou^ me. She stomps her left 
hoof and coughs. Other deer turn 
and run, .white tails high in the 
air. She acts like a bull in a 
Spanish arena, pawing at the 
ground and ready for the fight If 
she’d been a buck, I couldn’t 
have shot. The standoff contin- 
ues. I turn my back, hopinr ’she'll

always dream I’m going to find 
the' perfect spot." 

In the summer, he picks places 
for his tree sttmd and starts land- 
scaping. He prunes the trails to 
his favorite spots to moke sure he 
can enter the blind quietly. He 
then makes sure he has good 
shooting lanes. At the same time, 
he builds mock scrapes, which 
ore basically areas where rutting 
deer clear the forest’s floor of 
leaves and gross. 

He says curious deer will visit 
those scrapes throughout the fall 
‘TPs detail-oriented hunting.” be 
“says. 

“You’ve got to prepare shoot- 
irig lanes, you’vA got to clear 
trails and you’ve got to chose 
places to put stands. It can be 
very dme-consuming.” 

Smizer's pre-season work pays 
off in the fall, when he hums up 
to 40 days. The hunting can be 
tough. Whitctails are extremely 
wary and even the smallest 
movements send them scurrying 
into the woods with their dis- 
tinctive while tails raised in ijie 
air. 

“You don't usually hear them 
when they come," he said. "Then 
they are there. You don’t dare 
moke a sound or a movemenc If 
you do, it’s over.” 

• Twenty-three-ycar-old Travis 
Kauer of Rexburg agrees. 

“They are smart,” said Kauer, 
who has hunted whitetails for 
eight years with his dad aod 
brothers. “Mule deer are curious, 
which gives you an advantage. 
Whitetails don’t stick around if 
something scares them. They’re 
out of there.” 

In a given year, Smizer and 
Kauer can hunt for 108 days. The

Hunter insists a grizzly bear 
attacked him in Colorado 


DILLON, Colo. (AP) - There 
was no doubt in Larry Lindsey’s 
mind that it was a grizzly bear 
that attacked him while he was 
elk hunting near Colorado’s 
Green Mounmin Reservoir. 

But the problem is grizzlies 
have not bmn seen In Colorado 
in 21 years. 

Lindsey, however, is sure of 
what he saw. The SO-year-old 
photographer from Littleton has 
shot video and stills of grizzlies in 
Glader and Yellowstone national 
parks and the Bob' Marshall 
Wilderness in Montana in 17 
years of producing Fox’s hunting 
show, “Rocky Motmtain Trails.” 

“1 know (he difference between 
grisly and black bears,” he said. 

The bear that attacked him 
Oct, 15 near Green Mountain 
Reservoir left puncture holes 
through his right boot and gashed 
his leg. It also left a 12-inch long, 
8-inch wide rear paw print that 
was distinctively grizzly, Lindsey 
said. 

He said he measured the print 
after the bear was gone and the 
tip of the daws were 3 to 4 inches 
b^ond the pad. 

State biologist Gene 
Schoonveld does not know if 
Lindsey’s attacker was a grizzly. 


“but I have no reason to doubt 
him because he isn’t some Joe 
Uow who rarely goes into the for- 
est." 

Schoonveld cited an uncon- 
firmed report of a grizzly track 
found in the southern part of the 
state by a person he also regards 
as reliable. 

If either is true, it would be the 
first righting since 1979, and that 
was the fint since a grizzly was 
ktlled in 1952.' 

The common black bear is 
about half the size of a grizzly 
with a smaller head, larger ears 
ond generally darker color. 

Grimly bears often have a dis- 
tinctive hump on their backs, sil- 
ver-tipped fur and their promi- 
nent claws curve sharply unlike 
those of black bear. 

Lindsey said he was walking 
uphill toward a grove o$*aspen 
when he saw the bear on its hind 
legs. The bear dropped to its 
firMt legs and charged 'with teeth 
snapping ns he fell backward 
over a 12-foot predpice, knocking 
the wind out of himself, Lindsey 
said. 

“I saw the hump on its back 
over that squore-Hock head and 
there was no doubt it was a griz- 
zly,” he said. 


Wyoming hunting party 
shoots charging grizzly bear 


CODY, Wyo. (AP) - A grizzly 
bear was shot and killed after 
eba^ng a hunting party of five 
men and nine horses. It was the 
fifth grizzly shot this fall in 
Wyoming.

just east of Y^owstone National 
Park in Crandall on Timber 
Cre^onOct.2. 

The bear had watched as a 
guide and his hunter shot and 
packed out an elk, then followed 
the two as they met up with out- 
fitter Tim Hockhalter and two 
more hunters, one of which also 
had an elk, Hockhalter’s wife, 
Geri, recounted. 

The bear made its move from 
about 50 yards away, she said. 

“While Tim was loading elk 
quarters on the pack horse, the 
bear charged and jumped on the 
horse,” she said. 

Some of the men fired shots 
into ifao air but the bear did not 
back away and jumped on the 
horse a second time, Mrs. 
Hockhalter said. 

“The bear got off the pack 
horse aod charged Tim,” she 
said. At that point, one of the 
hunters, Don Debn, a retired 
highway patrolman from 
Wisconsin, shot the bear, she 
srid. 

AH five men were qrmed with 


pepper spray but were unable to 
use it because the men were, 
grouped so closely and all the 
horses and men would have been 
blinded it, she said. 

After the shooting, Tim 
-Hockhalter-immediately-sent-a - 
guide to search for a game war- 
den. Other wardens were also 
summoned and led them to the < 
rite.

Land of plenty plays hide ‘n’ seek in the Arizona desert 


Gun club aims to be | 
a more friendly place

The Qaietta (Colorado Springa) 

CANYON DE CHELLY, Ariz. - 
Each of the canyons of the West 
has its own personality. 

The Grand Canyon's scenery 
leaves you thunderstruck. 

Chaco Canyon’s ruins ignite 
^ the imaginadon. 

Zion’s templed walls inspire 
prayer. 

Canyon de Chelly whispers its 
seduction, soothes with its ver- 
dant foliage, teases with glimpses 
of ancient homes. Its softly col- 
ored sandstone forms a natural 
cradle for the people who still 
live here and work the land. 

....The national monument, really 
two 20-miIe-long canyons that 
hranch, is just 1,000 feet deep at 
its lowest point. 

It’s not the grandest of canyons 
(guess who?), and doesn’t have 
the best ruins (Mesa Verde) or 
the most dramatic rock forma- 
tions (Monument Valley), but it’s ' 
memorable nonetheless. 

The film at the visitors center 
puts it into perspective; This i.s a 
land revered by the Dine (the 
people), more commonly called 
the Navajos, who consider it the 
heart of the world, a holy place 
for prayers and songs and cere- 
monies. And, for 80 or so families, 
it’s still home. 

From the overlooks on the rim 
of the canyon, tucked far from 
anywhere in northeastern 
Arizona, you can see the plowed 
fields on the canyon bottom. 
Cattle, horses and sometimes 
sheep dot the landscape. Hogans 
hide in the shade of cottonwoods. 

The canyon bottom never was 
meant to accommodate motor- 
ized vehicles. 

During the rainy season, a river 
runs through it. During the dry 
season, the sandy floor plays 
havoc with flatbed trucks os they 
labor through the soft earth, 
laden with tourists. Like 
Monument Valley^ because it is 
essentially private property, visi- 
tors are not allowed 'to wander in 
alone. They must go with a 
Navajo guide. 

They remind visitors that pic- 
ture-taking is an invasion of pri- 
vacy. You wouldn’t go next door 
and take plenums of your neigh- 
^r hanging clothes on the line or 
weeding the garden, would yeu? 

You can shoot photos of the 
landscape, however, to your 
heart’s content. 

Although Arizona is famous for 
being dry, there arc abundant 
stands of cottonwoods and 
Russian olive trees, lavender- 
flowered tamarisk and bushy 
salt<edar, as well as prickly pear 
cactus (in full bloom), yucca and 
various wildflowcrs. How can this 
be so, when there's no visible 
water anywhere? 

**You dig down two feet and 
you hit water," says David Bia, 
oiir tour guide. 

Bia was bom in the canyon 50 
years ago, and reared there, 
going to school "up top’’ and in 
nearby Chinle when he got older. 
He considers himself lucky to 
have a job shotving off his home 
to visitors. He's been doing this 
for 21 years.

“It was my playground when I 
was a kid," he says, swinging the 
big Dodge truck, with about 20 
tourists lined up in back on 
bench scats, throu^ a dry, sandy 
streambed. As he wrestles with 
the steering wheel; he grins. It's 
still his playground. 

He stops to point out pic- 
tographs and petroglyphs and 
inaccessible ruins left from the ' 
ancestral Pucbloon (Anasazi) cul- 
ture a thousand years ago. 

"That rock looks like a king- 
fislicr's head," he says, painting. 
Indeed, it does. 

His subtle sense of humor 
emerges periodically. 

“Sec those white streaks com- 
ing from that hole in the rock?" 
he asks, seriously. Everyone 
looks, nods. He grins. “Even birds 
can do rock an." It takes a see- . 
ond to sink in, then everyone 
laughs. 

He talks about the days when 
the Navajos and Hopis shared the 
canyon, and points out the differ- 
ences in their rock art. He inter- 
prets meanings, as much as they 
can be interpreted.

Oaology: Canyon de Che .y hot been 
carved out of sandstone (or 200 mtl- 
llon years. Cliffs dso from 30 to 1,000 
feet above tho canyon floor and such 
outstanding rock formations as the 
Navajo Fortress wore loft behind. ' 
Human Metory: The 64.000«ere park 
belongs to the Navajos. but has been 
occupied fores long os 5,000 years - 
by humans. 

Before tno Navajos, who once ihared 
the canyons with tho Hopis, ware the 
ancestral Puebloans (sometimes 
called Anasazi), who built hemes from 
the native rock and grow crope - and 
boforo that the Besketmake^ who 
were nomadic hunters and gatherers. 
Rock vt: Remnants of most of the ' 
humans who have lived here can be 
found In the rock art on the canyon 
walls. Both pictographs (painted end 
potro- glyphs (etched) ere there for 
the viewing. Seme figures and sym- 
bols ore obvious and seme we can 
only guess et. Corrv men moUfi are 
deer, hunters; the legendary fl^ra of 
KokQooiii (the hump backed flute 
player) and handprints. Becuite visk 
tors are not allowed to roam the 
canyons without supervision, much of 
tho rock art Is In pristine condition. 


Corn, squash and beans were 
once grown hero - and stUI arc, 
along with peaches, apples and 
other tree fruits, he says. 

Most of the com grown here is 
ceremoftial colored com. however. 

Looking at the First Ruin, high 
in the wall of the Canyon del 
Mueno (one of two thot make up 
the area), he offers his own expla- 
nation of why the ondeni per^lc 
abandoned their carefully con- 
structed homes In the cliHs. 

"Maybe it was the hamavmis,’’ 
he says. "Over the centuries, 
every so often, our people (the 
Navajos) have had a run of mys- 
terious illness and death. Now, I 
chink that's probably what it was. 
They were dying and they 
thought the place was cursed, so 
they left.” 

It makes sense, because the 
virus is spread by rodents, who 
may well have had daily contoct 
with the Pucbloon people and 
their food stores. 

It must have been hard to leave 
such abundance, though. 

It's not unusual to spot a gold- 
en eagle soaring over the canyon. 


or a wild turkey parading in the 
underbrush. Ihey still occupy the 
canyon, as do mule deer and 
block bears. Bin says. 

Guests always ask Bia wiiac 
Canyon dc Chelly means. And he 
always gets a chuckle out of the 
answer. 

"When the Spaniards came, 
they heard the native people call 
the canyon Tsegi. which means 
rock," he soys. The interlopers 

:pcUed it liked it sounded, and it 
come tnii "chelly** — which ine:ins 
nothing in Spanish. Canyun de 
Chelly (pronounced d'SHAV), 
has no romantic translation. 

But who needs romance with 
soaring buff and orange sand- 
stone walls, painted witlt tiesert 
varnish, backlit by the evening 
sun? 

And there are the stories, trag- 
ic if not romantic. 

At Fonress Rock. Uia stops to 
tell the tale of Navajos trapped 
there during a siege, towering 
themselves by rope ladders at 
night to fetch W'ater fxtr those 
trapped on top. 

He al.so tells the soinlrer sloty 
of how the U.S. Ciiv;ilry was sent 
in 1864 to round up the Navajos 
living here and take them to Fort 
Defiance, not far from the 
canyon. Many of tlKm died from 
starvation that wiiiier; the rest 
were forcc-marelted to Fort 
Sumner, N.M.. where (if they 
reached it) they lived fur five 
years. Tliroughmii this time, the 
Navajos begged to be allowed to 
return to tlieir canyon. Finally, 
they were released and began the 
long walk home. Of the 11,000 
interned at Fort Sumner, only 
half were alive to see the day. 

"They Imilt a new life for them- 
selves here in this canyon,” Bia 
says. Everyone is moved by his 
simply told story. 

Though Canyon dc Chelly 
seems a peaceful place today, 
much riolence has occurred here. 
There’s the 1805 Spanish mas- 
saoe of women and children left 
unattended by their men, wlio 
were out hunting. Stories that 
echo the history of the Southwest 
in many ways. 

To a young boy, Bia says, the 
stories of the canyon were just 
dial • tales told by the old peo- 
ple, to which he paid little mien- 
don. He’s had to relearn the his- 
tory os an adult. 

.The general half-day (about 
four hours, and 31 miles) tour is 
offered twice a day; there's an all- 
day tour (eight hours, 61 miles): 
or you can get a guide and a Jeep 
for a couple of hours; and there 
arc tours tailored for specific pur- 
poses - such as photography. 
Many of the tours are taken in 
six-wheel-drivc 19S0s Army tnwp 
carriers, once used in Korea. 
They can trudge througli water, 
deep sand, and even snow ;md ice 
- so tours arc offered year round, 
Bia says. 

Bia s-vys he doesn’t gel tired of 
the job, even ;iftcr two decades. 

“I wanted to move awiiy, wj»en 
I wos young."

Texas finally produced a world 
record largemouth bass but it 
wasn’t the record state fisheries 
biologists have been hoping for. 
On Oct. 20, John Lindsey, Jr., was 
fly fishing in the stilling basin 
bdow Lake Meredith dam when 
he caught a 14.14 pounder. Lake 
Merc^lh is north of Amarillo in 
the Texas Panhandle. 

Lindsey’s fish is bigger than the 
existing world record largemouth 
caught on a fly rod (13 pounds, 
nine ounces) but much smaller 
than the all-tackle world record 
(22.25 pounds) or the Texas all- 
tackle state record (18.18 
pounds). World-record status is. 
pending approval from the 
International Game Fish 
Association. 

Entered into Texas Parks and 
Wildlife’s Bud ShareLunker pro- 
gram, the big bass is significant 
for reasons other than world 
record potential. 

It’s the earliest entry ever in a 
program that dates back to 1986 
and relics on sp ort s man to donate 
bass 13 pounds or larger to the 
state hatchery system. Most big 
Texas bass arc caught between 
January and May. Lindsey’s fish is 
a water body record for large- 
mouth bass in die Canadian River 
arid a state fly rod record. 

It's also the northernmost of 322 
total ShareLunker entries. Lake 
Meredith is best known as a small- 
' mouth boss and walleye fishery. 


The 62-ycar-old angler, a 
recently retired engineer, lives in 
Fremont, Calif., near Oakland. 
Lindsey and his wife, Rcnetta, 
were visiting Renetta’s mother, 
Alma Hanns, who lives in Fritch, 
near Lake Meredith. 

“I haven't killed a fish at three 
years but my wife and my mother- 
in-law wanted a fish to cat so I 
thought rd try for a sand bass or a 
rainbow trout in the stilling basin 
below the dam,” said Lind^. 

That stilling basin covers 16 
acres and is 70-fcct deep. Water 
coming through the dam is so cool 
that trout stored by TP&W dur- 
ing the winter survive year round. 
When Lindsey started fishing in 
mid-aficmoon, he spotted a large- 
mouth bass in the clear water. 

“It looked like a three or four 
pounder so 1 tied on a homemade 
while popping bug,” he said. "I 
caught several small bass and I , 
moved to the other side of the 
stilling basin about 5 p.mi.” 

Lindsey waded out into the 


clear waters and was casting back 
toward the rocks that surround 
the stilling basin when the fish 
rose with little fanfare and 
slurped down his surface popper. 

"The way the fish bit. I thought 
it was a bream .125bluegiU.375,” 
said Lindsey. "Then the fish took 
off for deep water and I thought 
it was a big bream. When the reel 
started singing, I imew it -wasn’t a 
bream.” 

Lindsey’s boss wallowed on the 
surface three times during the 
prolonged fight. When the fish 
was finally subdued, Lindsey led 
the huge fish into a small net 
designed for landing trout. Only 
the bass' head would fit into the 
net. 

“Holding my rod under my 
arm, I grabbed the fish’s tail and 
kept its head in the net and ston- 
ed wading to the bank," said 
Lindsey. “At the bank, I got both 
thumbs on the fish’s jaw and got 
her out of the net. The fish 
flounced and I dropped her in the 


water. I’ve done that with .several 
fish and the hook always con. s 
loose. This time, the h«K»k stayed 
imbedded and I landed llie tired 
fish d second time.” 

Lindsey's truck was parked 
near the stilling basin so be car- 
ried his catch to the truck and 
wrapped it in a moist cloth. He 
then remembered a five-gallon 
paint bucket in the truck and |)tic 
the big fish, head first, in the 
bucket, then poured ice water 
over the fish.

TWIN FALLS — The encourage- 
ment: Today’s high gasoline prices 
will dampen automobile soles and 
other consumer spending, but 
much less severely than they did in 
the price-spike periods of 1981 and

The discouraging factor: U.S. pro- 
duction of most of the crops grown 
in the Magic Valley continues to 
rise, and export markets arc strug- 
gling to grow. And federal aid — 
which could total 523 billion this 
year and account for a huge 40 or 
50 percent portion of net U.S. farm 
income - may actually moke long- 
term adjustment of the supply-and- 
demond ratio more difficult. 

The note of cautiop: With appar- 
ently low in-migraiibn, Twin Falls 
may not have enough willing, able 
workers to fuel significant job 
growth.

Corp.’s chief economist, brought' 
those messages to the Magic Valley 
on Wednesday, the day his employ- 
er announced the completion of its 
merger with Wells Fargo Se Co. He 
met with The Times-News before 
speaking to Rupert’s Rotary Club 
and addressing some of the bank’s 
local easterners.

But gas prices’ effect, Matthews 
argues, will be much less pro- 
nounced than 10 and 20 years ago. 

Over the past 20 years, he said, 


three periods had abrupt and sig- 
nificant jumps in gasoline prices. 
The first two - 1980B1 and 1990-91 
- were brief but hurt consumer con- 
fidence and contributed to the cor- 
responding recession periods. The 
third developed in curly 2000 and 
sdll continues. 

The average January-October 
2000 U.S. gas price of $1.50 com- 
pares with $1.28 in 1990-91 and 
SI. 38 in 1981, Matthews said. 
Adjusted for inflation - expressing 
the prices in current dollars - the 
avcmge-per-gallon price was $1.64 
in 1990-91, and $2.60 in 1981. 

Over the post 20 years, he added, 
real-income growth has enhanced 
consumers’ ability to pay for com- 
modities such as gasoline. 

Using those two variables - real 
gas prices and real income - he 
estimated the current relative gaso- 
line-price burden at 30 percent less 
than in 1990-91, and 92 percent less 
than in 1981.

Cascade Corp. a dinosaur in sustainable 
forestry efforts and floated a 
Tyrannosaurus Rex hoc-air balloon near 
the company headquarters. 

Three people accused of crying to rappel 
down the building with a banner Tuesday 
were arrested on trespassing charges. 

“Boise Cascade is the dinosaur of the log- 
ging industry,” said Michael Brune, old- 
growth campaign director for 'the 
Rainforest Action Network, which floated 


the balloon. “If Boise Cascade docs not 
adapt to the emerging values in the new 
economy, it will not be able to survive in 
the modem marketplace.” 

The, three arrested were Benjamin Frye, 
Dawn* Pridgen and Mark Stephan, all of 
Boise. 

But auditors say Boise Cascade is a good 
steward of the forests where it cuts its 
trees. 

Boise Cascade announced 
PricewaterhouseCoopers LLP, an indepen- 
dent auditing firm, certified the wood- 
products company complied with an indus- 


try sustainable-forestry program. 

The Sustainable Forestry Initiative is 
sponsored by the American Forest & Paper 
Assodadoru It is one of a growing number 
of mod cerrification programs designed to 
meet growing consumer demand for envi- 
ronmentally-mendly products. 

Environmentalists say the certification 
program allows Boise Cascade to continue 
harvesting old-giwth timber. '

And is there room to condnue 
job%rowth, or docs the valley 
havjT to hope for more moving 
vanSlD arrive? 

Ei^ployers lately have swelled 
the^assifieds section of The 
Timds-News with employment 
ads seeking workers — 11.5 per- 
cent more such ads in January- 
August 2000 than in the corre- 
sponding months of 1999, classi- 
fiei^deportment reports ^ow. 

But the man arguably most 


knowledgeable about Magic 
Valley’s labor market contends 
local workers are willing to 
change and arc rccepdvc to new 
businesses — as evidenced by the 
flood of applicants at several new 
major retailers. Greg Rogers, 
south-central Idalio labor market 
analyst ' for the Labor 
Department, also tells potential 
employers that underemploy- 
ment is a dramatic reality in the 
Magic Valley. 

And Matthews pointed out that 
the Boise and Salt Lake City 
areas have existed for some time 
with jobless rotes lower than the 
roughly 4 percent level many 
Magic Valley counties are experi- 
encing. 

“It can be lower than where wc 
are now," Matthews sold. 

Matthews’ own reporting 
sliows a drop in Twin Falls' con- 
struction of new single-family 
houses - an 11 percent drop from 
the 176 such houses of January- 
July 1999 (in the city of Twin 
Palls and the unincorpameud por- 
tion of Twin Foils County) to the 
157 that got building permits 
there in die first seven months of 
2000. 

That s^c kind of decline is 
happening statewide, as well, 
and that’s a good thing, 
Matthews said. Idaho as a whole 
needed some drop to avoid over- 
building. 

In Twin Falls, he said, the 
reduction “is probably OK" in 
terms of supply-ond-demand bal- 
ance. It’s desirable to avoid both 
huge inflation in housing prices 
and any price weakness, which 
miglit be attractive to buyers but 
sends an undesirable message 
about the economy, he added. 

Financing isn’t to blame for the 
drop in single-family home con- 
struction. Matthews said. 

Three factors have held mort- 
gage rates down despite the rise 
in other interest rates, he said:

“It’s still not a time to throw 
caution to the wind,” said Rice, 
who even warned investor.s 
against bargain hunting.

“My mother raised me to be 
an independent woman,” soid 
Esquibcl, 62, of Burley, “and I 
will always (>e grateful to her for 
that.”

Esquibel learned at an early 
age CO osk for what she wonted. 
Her husband, Augustine “Gus” 
Esquibcl has been her biggest 
fan for the 42 years of their mor- 
riage. 

“The biggest tiling in my life is 
that my husband has always 
been so supportive, so accept- 
ing,” she said. 

Her boss, attorney Raymundo 
Pena, colls her phen->menal. 

“Did you know she’s the first 
female head of ;i commission 
ever in Idaho?” he said referring 
to her job as chairman of the 
Idaho Commission on Hispanic 
Affairs. 

Esquibcl’s activism started in 
the early 1960s* when she volun- 
teered to help at a Head Start 
program. There, site met people 
in the human rights office and 
learned a great deal about the 
plight of immigrant laborers. 

While nut an elected official, 
Esquibel is a public worker. 

She was appointed by 
President Ronald Reagan to the 
Idaho Advisory Committee for 
the -U.S..

I took a reasonable line of 
play.” explained South after he 
lost today’s slam. “If the diamond 
queen drops, I mxike an overtrick. 
When it doesn't, I still win 12 
tricks if West has the spade king.” 

"Why were you concerned 
about an overtrick with u vulnera- 
ble slam at stoke?” asked North. 
“Why not take the guaranteed 
road to 12 winners?” 

South took his club ace, drew 
trumps, and cashed both high dia- 
monds, hoping to drop a double- 
ton queen. When it di<^'t drop, he 
cashed dummy's spade ucc and 
led u tnunp to his ace to lead his 
spade queen, When West played 
low, South let it ride, discarding 
dununy’s club loser. Unfortunate- 
ly for South, East hud the spade 
king .and a black-suit exit left 
South with a losing diamond for 
one down. 

U was true that South’s 
chances for an ovcrtrick were bet- 
ter than good, ft was also true 
that North's admonition was on 
target. 

To cinch 12 winners. South 
should win his club ucc and cash 
dummy’s spade ucc. A trump to 
his queen allows him to ruff a 
spade high, and another trump to 
his acc permits another spade 
ruff. With spades eliminated from 
both dummy and the South hand, 
South exits in clubs, not caring 
who wins the trick. Either defend- 
er must concede u ruff and slu^ or 
offer a free diamond finesse, giv- 
ing South a certain 12th winner,
